INTRODUCTION TO HERBS 


The useful and delightful herbs are not only desirable plants for 
the herb garden but most of the varieties are equally effective in other 
types of gardens. Herbs provide unusual colors in both flowers and 
foliage. The textures and tones are exquisite. The wealth of scents 
and aromas are fascinating. Seeds for sowing, even when enclosed 
in packets, waft forth a spicy, fragrant essence. 

We are herb seed specialists and because the climate of southern 
Virginia is favorable, our list of offerings is more complete than that 
from any other grower. Our seeds are gathered at the apex of ripe- 
ness thus assuring customers of excellent germination. 

The herb plants we supply are fieldgrown roots except in a very 
few varieties which are safer wintered in coldframe. These are not 
frail pot-plants which must be pampered for months. Given reason- 
able care, our robust herbs will give immediate performance in the 
earden. They are a good investment. We dig all plants in the cool 
of the morning and ship the same noon; within a few hours the 
package is on. its way to the customer. Our nursery is small and so 
each order is given personal attention. 

All our plant material is quite hardy north of the Mason and Dixon 
line except Lemon Verbena, Pineapple Sage and sometimes, Rose- 
mary; also the following which are tender in any but the mildest 
climate: Sweet Marjoram, Fringed Lavender, Peruvian. Heliotrope 
and Scented Geraniums. All of these mentioned pot well for winter 
carryover or may be stored before frost in coldframes. 

We are now standardizing our prices and grouping herbs in order 
to aid customers. We hope this simplified method will make mail- 
ordering easier. The heights given in descriptions are at mature 
growth in our locality; they will be more or will be less vigorous in 
other areas which do not coincide with our seasons. Likewise, the 
time of bloom is for similar sections but common sense addition or 
subtraction is not difficult. These notations will help customers in 
planning the placing of herbs in their gardens. 

If any customer needs help in designing an herb garden we are 
able to render this service. Fees vary according to size and type of 
garden desired. Write us for an estimate, giving exposure, measure- 
ments and whether it is to be for pleasure or for use or a combination 
of both. Our prices are reasonable and when all material, both seeds 
and plants, are ordered from us you have the advantage of still lower 
rates. Cultural advice is supplied at very small additional cost.
